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EDITORIAL 


The largest public utility in the United States, The Tennessee 
Valley Authority, has hired 200 specialists to look at electrically 
heated homes and recommend improvements to cut down on 
the use of electricity for heat. The Authority lends home 
owners up to $2,000 interest free for seven years to Carry out the 
recommended improvements. What's more, the program is far 
cheaper than building and operating new power stations. 

Heating houses has been likened to filling a bath tub with hot 
water - a leaky bathtub. You can either keep on adding more 
hot water, or you can fix the plug. It is seven times cheaper to fix 
the plug. 

However, Ontario Hydro doesn’t seem to think so, the 
people of Ontario are not being encouraged to ‘conserve it, 
preserve it’ any longer. They are being encouraged to use more 
electricity, particularly for home heating. 
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This campaign comes under the guise of saving oil, but there 
is another side to the coin. Hydro has continually 
overestimated the amount of power needed by Ontario. Now 
the plans made in 1976 to build 76 nuclear reactors and 52 new 
coal fired generators have had to be scrapped. 


Meanwhile Hydro has contracted to pay $7 to7 billion for 200 
million pounds of uranium to fuel its reactors. It has enough to 
supply the 22 nuclear plants which are already operating or 
under construction, and four more Darlington sized reactors 
for the next 30 years. 


This kind of thinking has driven Hydro’s debt load to 14 
billion - equivalent to 85 per cent of the debt of the entire 
Ontario government. Because of the debt, Hydro needs to sell 
more electricity. 


Naturally, Hydro only plans to build nuclear reactors in the 
future, Ontario now has 22 in operation or under construction. 
When they are all completed the province will have more 
nuclear capacity per capita than anywhere else in the world. 


The plants will produce 30,000 tons of radioactive waste by 
the year 2,000. There is no permanent storage site for the wast in 
the province, and everyone has heard about Port Hope’s 
problems. In Port Hope, where the uranium is refined, 500,000 
gallons of low level radioactive waste water is leaking into Lake 
Ontario, and into the lives of the millions of people who live in 
its basin

Ulrich Watermann is a professional falconer at Trenton’s Canadian 
Forces Base. His efforts have measurably reduced the danger of birds 
on the airfield colliding with planes. The raptors used in this program 
cost as much as $30,000 each.

Ulrich Watermann is working 
hard these days to ease the 
minds of naturalists who remain 
undecided as to the advantages 
of falconry. Mr. Watermann is a 
professional falconer who has 
been hired by the Canadian 
Forces. Base -at. Trenton to 
alleviate the growing problem of 
gulls on the runways. 


More than just a person who 
trains birds of prey just for the 
sport of it, Watermann_ is 
dedicated to his calling. He 
knows his birds of prey, all of 
them, and he knows them well - 
their habits, their history and 
their needs. Furthermore, he 
says, contrary to popular belief, 
the taking of the few birds from 
the wild needed for falconry isin 
no way contributing to the 
decline of any one species. It has 
been shown that falcons in 
captivity live longer - up to 20 
years, but there is a first year 


mortality rate of 80% with wild 
birds. 


The falcons are used at the 
Base to disperse the flocks of 
gulls that gather on the runways 
and adjacent property. Four 
years ago, before the falconry 
program was introduced at the 
Base, gulls and_ other birds 
colliding with airplanes caused 
more than one million dollars 
worth of damage a year. 


‘When we first got the 
contract, I went out one 
morning and counted 15,000 or 
more gulls on the runway. Since 
the introduction of the falconry 
program, the large numbers of 
gulls have been avoiding the 
Base.” 


Watermann, who emigrated 
from Germany in 1967, says his 
interest in falconry stemmed 
from a visit he made at Toronto's 
International Airport with a 
friend in 1969. They had their

binoculars focussed on asnow y 
owl there when one of the 
maintenance crew arrived and 
shot the owl. Upon investigating 
the incident Watermann found 
the owls had been shot at the 
airport the previous year. 


He began live trapping the 
owls and releasing them at 
Wolfe Island, continuing until 
1976 when he applied through 
the Canadian Wildlife Service 
for a falconer’s licence. His first 
job was at the Military Base in 
North Bay in 1978, and in 1979, 
he commenced using his falcons 
at the Trenton Base to ward off 
the gulls and other birds which 
were causing a problem at the 
runways. 


The falconry Program has 
worked well at the Base. The 
gulls, attracted to the airfield and 
an adjacent dump site now seek 
more hospitable abodes and the 
strikes and subsequent damage 
to planes have been minimized. 


However, the program hasn’t 
been without its problems. 
Watermann has lost three birds 
since 1979. Once was killed in 
Belleville, a gyrfalcon-priaire 
falcon hybrid became lost near 
Highway 7 and another is 
wandering around somewhere 
in Prince Edward County. 


The replacement birds aren’t 
cheap either. Watermann feels 
the $30,000 price tag is a definite 
deterrent to falconers, far too 
high in view of the lives they are 
saving. Present laws, enforced 
through the Fish and Game Act 
in Ontario prohibits the keeping 
of native birds for the purpose of 
falconry; but it does not outlaw 
the keeping of raptors not native 
to the province which means 
Ontario falconers, can fly any 
raptor not found normally in the 
province. 


Watermann is also critical of 
the peregrine falcon release 
program currently underway in 
Algonquin Park. ‘Algonquin 
Park is not suitable,’ he 
emphasizes. ‘They fall prey easily 
to goshawks which are ther in 
high numbers.’ 


The falconer says there have 
been a lot of misconceptions 
about the peregrine falcon. Its 
speed of 200 miles per hour 
when in a dive has been largely 
overplayed, he say, golden 
eagles and gyrfalcons easily 
attaining that speed and greater 
when in a dive. He doesn’t 
believe pesticides are to blame 
entirely for the decline of the 
peregrine. They were on the 
decline long before pesticides 
became popular. He attributes 
the decline to the disappearance 
of the passenger pigeon which 
was their main food source. He 
also doubts the species will ever 
become extinct. 


‘That the peregrine will 
become. extinct is very remote 
with the breeding programs in 
existence.’ Peregrines have been 
bred in captivity since 1941. 


Presently there is still much 
public aversion to falconry, 
largely because many anti- 
falconers feel using raptors in 
falconry cheapens birds of prey 
and it violates their personal 
concept of the place of raptors. 
Falconers believe good public 
relations is important along with 
certain laws that would 
eliminate the unscrupulous 
falconers who have acquired 
birds by illegal-means.

I suppose we've all worried at one ti 

the effect that mindless Hollywood scavike duaiall late 
Sion is having on our society, our children and how we see 
ourselves. But who would have thought that the world 
could end because of the script for a B-grade movie? There 
is little more subtlety than that in the recent dialogue 
between the United States and the Soviet Union. President 
Reagan, who has apparently swallowed the thriller 
Scenarios scripted for him by the Pentagon, continues to 
suggest that we could have a little bit of an atomic 
exchange with the Russians without triggering an all-out 
nuclear war. Europe is sensitive about this kind of talk 
because Reagan’s theory would be tested on European 
soil. The Secretary of State, Alexander Haig, said last 
week that one of the ploys in NATO’s bag of tricks was the 
so-called "demonstration" shot -- the harmless firing of an 
atomic weapon high over Europe, to prove to a potential 
enemy that the west meant business. The Secretary of 
Defense, Caspar Weinberger, said in effect the next day 
that this was nonsense -- that Haig was referring to a 
notion that had been considered and discarded years 
before, and that it was not now, and never had been, part 
of NATO’s official strategy. But Reagan ignored Wein- 
berger’s comment and told a subsequent news conference 
that there was some confusion about whether the "demon- 
stration” shot was still part of NATO strategy. The irony is 
that this kind of talk from Reagan and friends, the original 
hawks, has enormously strengthened the hand of the arch- 
enemy, the Soviet Union. The new Greek government has 
already announced that it’s going to kick western nuclear 
weapons off its soil, and the loose lips in Washington have 
made it much easier for them politically. Much more talk 
about itty-bitty atomic wars in Europe, and the Yanks will 
lose their nuclear sites in West Germany as well. I don’t 
often see eye to eye with the Soviets about anything, but 
the TASS comment about Reagan’s remarks rings # bell: 
"The American concept of a limited nuclear war", TASS 
said, "stems from the absurd assumption that in the event 
of the United States first making use of nuclear weapons, 
the Soviet Union will follow nuclear war scenarios worked 
out in Washington”. That’s an ominous comment. Reagan 
should have a look at a few more B-grade movies. He 
would find that there is no such thing as a nae war. 
When a man pulls a gun on you, there is only one sane 
course of aang: kill him, as quickly as possible. If the 
Americans pull a gun in Europe, the Russians won t walt 
to find out whether they’re aiming for the legs or the ab- 
domen. They’ll go for New York.

it was in 1975 when a fellow 
columnist for The Nature Society 
News, in Griggsville, Illinois, 
penned his very successful book, 
A Complete Guide to Bird- 
feeding. Published by Alfred A. 
Knopf Ltd., New York, the book 
soon became the birdwatcher’s 
Bible to the proper method of 
feeding birds, both in summer 
and in winter. 


Beyond the Bird Feeder is a 
follow-up to his first book and 
serves to describe the habits and 
behaviour of feeding station 
birds when they are not at your 
feeder. Although somewhat 
smaller than its predecessor - 190 
pages of text - the book is 
packed full of information on 
bird habits in and around the 
dooryard. 


He starts off by devoting 26 
pages to the mysteries of bird 
migration, and yet, despite the 
magnitude of this particular 
subject, manages to tie itin with 
the back yard. ‘Our yard,’ he 
says, ‘however small and hidden 
it may be, is the target of birds 
during the migration season.’ 


John Dennis also devotes a 
chapter to feeding, but tends to 
wander in this book away from 


the types of food to offer, 


instead, concentrating on wild 
foods, the reaction of birds to 
colour and the feeding habits of 
birds. There is an interesting 
section on mistaken identity - a 
mockingbird attempting to 
extract artificial red berries from 
a Christmas tree, a hummingbird 
in Utah that persistently tried to 
draw nectar from a red traffic 
light. Marbles, bars of soap and 
hatpins are other oddities that 
have found their way into the 
mouths of birds. 


The importance of water in 
the habits of birds has been 
given good coverage, and | was

especially pleased to see the 
subject of anting discussed in his 
new book, a strange phenom- 
enon to which I intend to devote 
an entire column in the near 
future. The anting session, 
comments Mr. Dennis, is 
approximately the equivalent of 
a vigorous rubdown in the 
human species, and apparently 
leaves the subject with a sense of 
well-being. The ants are 
permitted to crawl through the 
bird’s plumage, or in active 
anting, are taken up in the bill of 
the bird and directed to specific 
areas of the plumage, making 
use of the ants’ secretions to 
treat the body. 


A chapter on eluding enemies 
gives accounts of blue jays 
tweaking a cat by the tail, 
mobbing, freezing, alarms and 
the importance of protective 
colouration. Confrontations of 
birds is also discussed including 
street brawls, cannibalism, theft 
and attacks. 


Habits and food plants and 
houses and their attractions to 
birds are given excellent 
coverage in the book. He 
recommends certain food 
bearing trees and shrubs to plant 
in the dooryard which will serve 
to attract birds, and in his last 
chapter, the habits of birds 
around our homes and other 
outbuildings. He discusses 
windows and their attractions to 
birds, chimneys, open doors, 
and gives interesting if not 
humourous accounts of unusual 
predicaments birds have found 
themselves in around the home. 
Another chapter on winter 
survival offers warnings and 
helpful hints on reducing loss to 
birdlife.

Science Briefs 


A University of Guelph 
scientist has helped make 
discoveries that indicate 
muscular dystrophy may not be 
caused by muscular problems. 


Dr. Phillip Sweeney of Guelph 
and his U.S. collegue, Dr. Glenn 
Brown have turned up evidence 
after 10 years of research that 
suggests the disease stems from 
genetic defects in the tissue 
connecting muscle and bone. 


Sweeney, assiciate professor 
of microbiology and Brow, 
professor of food science and 
nutrition, base their theory on 
their finding that embryonic 
chickens with muscular 
dystrophy develop abnormal- 
ities in their tendons long before 
their muscles become abnormal. 


Sweeney and Brown believe 
their work may change the 
direction of muscular dystrophy 
research, which has focussed on 
muscle fibre and nerve fibre 
abnormalities, while playing 
down the role of connective 
tissue. 


Take heed, jogging nuts. 
running can become addictive - 
and not just psychologically. 


Running 40 minutes or six 
miles a day appears to produce 
hormones called endorphins - a 
group of natural body chemicals 
that work much like morphine in 
relieving pain and creating a 
euphoric feeling, says Dr. 
Douglas Clement of the 
University of British Columbia 
Division of Sports Medicine. 


Jogging fanatics feel so elated 
during and just after their jaunts 
that they often give up other 
activities to seek out that special 
sense of well-being. 


And this may be dangerous for 
a runner who gets injured in 
mid-jog. The endorphin could 
kill the pain, causing the runner 


to continue unawares and 
aggravate the injury. 
Clement also warns that 


runners often lose a lot of iron - 
which can lead later to that ‘run 
down’ feeling.

Ontario’s new Bill 82, the Special Education 
Legislation, states that “every exceptional pupil in the 
Province of Ontario shall receive an education suited 
to his or her regardless of their 


exceptionalities 


needs 


For year now, certain types of exceptional children 
have received special education. The educationally 
sub-normal have had special schools to cater to their 
needs. The athletically gifted have been encouraged 
to participate sports and games above and beyond the 
levels required in normal school programs. Both 
these special concessions have cost the taxpayer a 
great deal of money. 


One group of children, however, has been 
ignored, if not actively discriminated against - the 
intellectually gifted children. The argument seems to 
be that such children will ‘make a go of it’ on their 
own, with no special program. 


What most people fail to realize is that the brain is 
little different from the body in some ways. A child 
with the potential to be a great athlete will never 
realize that potential unless his body is exercised and 
tramed- ina rigorous program. Similarly, no matter 
what the intellectual potential of achild, if his brain is 
not exercised and trained, he will never reach his 
potential - he will be an intellectual walker, not a 
gymnast 


The distressing part of all this is that the small 
proportion of intellectually gifted children born to 
mankind represent the hopes for all progress for the 
human race. The intellectually gifted led the way out 
of caves, through the agricultural and industrial 
revolutions, through the maze of disease and medical 


problems to the longevity and affluence we enjoy 
today 


Now we are promised programs to develop the 
potential of these ‘special children’. | have seen such 
programs in effect and found them to be completely 
inadequate, worse still - a farce. 


Moreover, in my experience there is a great deal of 
hostility from certain sectors of the population who 
scream ‘elitism’ when advanced programs for 
the intellectually gifted are brought up. 


As a consequence, we have wasted an appalling 
amount of human potential over the past years. The 
children whose minds should have been highly 
trained by now have wasted their potential. We 
should be training our future leaders, who will make 


the break-throughs in the years to come, not holding 
them back. 


Maybe we don’t like to think there are people 
brighter than us, or kids smarter than ours. Let’s face 


it, most people are basically afraid of those who can 
out-think them 


But like it or not, these kids must be trained if 
mankind is to make any further progress. Even if we 
have to be dragged kicking and screaming in their 
wake. | bet the cave men once thought fire was ‘new 
fangled nonsense’ too

One 
day they got out three times 
Fortunately, each time they 
walked right over to the house to 
announce their victory. Each 
time the fence was checked and 
rewired. They must spend their 
entire day searching for holes 
and weak spots. 

Yesterday, one of my children 
came yelling up to the door. The 
pigs out!

animals, the cost of feed, 
medication of one sort or 
another and vet bills - well, 
there’s not much margin for 
profit. 
To be sure the only one making a 
profit from our animals this year 
is our trusty vet. He’s been out to 
our farm so many times we're 
considering offering him office 
facilities. Let’s see we've had a 
calf with lung problems, a bull 
calf that had not been ‘fixed’, 
two horses that made gluttons 
of themselves on pig meal, a cat 
and a dog with eye infections, a 
cat and a dog that were hit by a 
speeding truck, a horse with a 
wounded leg which infected 
and now they all appear to have 
colds. As | said, ‘There’s no 
profits in our barn.” 
People around here seem to be 
making a living off their farms, so 


perhaps there is hope for us yet. 
Experience will, perhaps, teac 
us how to better monitor our 
stock so the mishaps are 
avoided. In the meantime it's a 
good thing the animals {like 
children) are pleasing to ook 
upon or no one would put up 
with the inconvenience O 
raising them. : 
The problem though, is not only 
that we don’t know enough 
about our animals and have to 
call the vet more often than most 
but that we aren'taccustomed to 
the heavy, physical side of the 
job, either. So, off we go every 
week to the chiropractor to get 
out bones bounced. One must 
stay fit enough to enjoy ones 
work. How does that old song go 
again, ‘Well, |don’t havea barrel 
of money. Maybe I’m ragged 
and funny......”

The Mohawk People’s 
Party is mainly concerned with 
Native rights, especially since 
the Canadian constitution is in 
the process of change. Chief Hill 
also says that the Reserve needs a 
manager to handle the routine 
tasks and free the chief for more 
important decisions. The 
Mohawk People’s party is 
running three candidates for 
councillor - Douglas E. Maracle, 

The Mohawk People’s Party 
is running four candidates for 
councillor - Douglas E. Maracle, 
Donald G. Brant, Willard Hill and 
R. Donald Maracle, who is 
seeking re-election. 

The Progressive Mohawk 
Party, or shorthairs, have Donald 
Brant as a candidate for chief. He 
served as chief for one term, but 
did not run in the last election.

1 tsp (5 ml) ground cardamon 
1/2 tsp. (2 ml) salt 

1 cup (250 ml) buttermilk or sour 
milk 

2 egg whites 

Sugar 


Place the sugar and molasses 
in a saucepan, stir over low heat 
until the sugar is melted. Add the 
butter or shortening and 
combine, stir over low heat until 
the butter is melted. Remove 
from heat and cool. 


Sift 3 cups (750 ml) of the flour 
with the baking soda, cinnamon, 
ginger, cardamon and salt. 
Measure the fourth cup of flour 
and set aside. Add the dry 
ingredients to the molasses 
mixture alternately with the 
buttermilk, then mix thoroughly 
until you have asoft dough. Turn 
the dough ona floured table and 
knead for 5 minutes. Wrap in 
waxed paper and refrigerate for 
12 to 24 hours. Roll out the 
dough about 1/4 inch thick. But 
into 2.inch rounds. Set on a 
buttered cookie sheet 1 inch 
apart. Brush each cookie with 
slightly beaten egg white. To 
taste, sprinkle with pink sugar. 


Bake in a 350 F oven fr 15 to 20 
minutes.

Some of the so-called tax loopholes closed by the new 
federal budget, are not worth shedding tears over. The 
fact that income averaging annuities will no longer be 
deductible, and that personal service corporations will now 
be subject to the full Corporate tax rate, means that the 
Toronto Maple Leafs, the Argonauts and the Blue Jays 
may soon have no one playing for them. But given their 
won-lost records recently that may not deprive the Toronto 
fan of very much at all. The fact that company cars and 

interest free loans will become fully taxable benefits cer- 
tainly raises cain with my own personal tax situation, but I 
can’t argue very much with the principal, which I think is a 
just one. Like most of the loopholes that were shut with a 
nasty clanging sound on budget night, those two closings 
tend to hit the well-to-do rather than the down-and-out. 

But there was one loophole that Mister MacEachen closed 

which is going to cause a lot of grief to those who can least 

afford it. Stated boldly, and I quote from Mister 

MacEachen’s own little booklet, called "the budget in 

brief”, it goes like this: "deductions for support payments 

to non-resident dependants will be limited to payments 

made to a taxpayer's spouse and children.” The word has 

come down that there was a lot of abuse of the previous 

provision, which allowed deductions for non-resident 

dependants of any kind. And so, because a few people 
abused that provision, all of those supporting mothers and 

fathers, sisters and brothers, uncles and aunts overseas 
are going to be made to suffer. I have had a despairing 
letter from a man who is supporting his wife's family in 
Poland. He writes, "without this deduction, we would 
never have been able to send them this essential food. We 
have done without many things to provide this, things 
which you would consider essential for survival. What are 
we left this year - since the budget proposes to eliminate 
this deduction from us? Are we to allow our parents to 
Starve, without meat! Please ask the government to 
change its position, or modify it somehow.” Well, I'm 
asking, but I don’t expect to get an answer. Surely, if 
Internal Revenue believed it was being cheated on this 
deduction, the first step would have been to put the 
burden of proof on the taxpayer claiming the deduction, 
never not to disallow it entirely. This one doesn’t touch the 
well-to-do. It puts thumbscrews on people who merely 
wish to keep other people alive.

While most species of warblers 
migrate in the fall due to their 
insectivorous habits, the myrtle 
or yellow-rumped warbler is 
able to change its food 
requirements enabling in 
dividuals to survive these climes 


One wonders though abc 
orioles and how out of place 
they look in the depths of 
winter. Certainly the brilliant 
orange of an oriole gracing our 
favorite shade tree, rich notes 
pouring forth on a bright, May 
afternoon is more in keeping 
with our concept of oriole habits 
and season. An immature male 
oriole (Baltimore oriole) has 
shoved all this aside and is 
patronizing a feeder at West 
Lake 


Owl watchers might be 
interested in a hawk owl, a rare 
visitor from northern Ontario 
observed just south of Kaladar 
Or, if you like loons, two red- 
throated loons, another 
uncommon species in this area 
were seen last month at Hay Bay 
Redpolls and pine grosbeaks 
have been seen at Fish Lake, pine

Agriculture Minister Lorne 
Henderson recently announced 
another assistance program for 
beef farmers. This time, a $40 per 
cow payment will go to 
Ontario’s cow-calf operators. 
These are the people who supply 
calves to feedlot operators. 


The assistance will be made 
available for cows on hand as of 
August 1, 1981, provided the 
cows were bred in Ontario to 
produce a calf in 1981. 


To qualify a farmer must have 
a minimum of five cows and bea 


resident of Ontario. The 
deadline for applications is 
February 28, 1981. Producers 


should watch the local papers or 
contact their Ag. reps for more 
information 


There are about half a million 
cows in Ontario eligible under 
this program, and payments are 
expected to total $20 million. 
When that is combined with the 
$37 million already committed to 
the slaughter and stocker 
sectors, it represents an 
investment of $57 million in 
Ontario's beef industry, or about 
10¢ per pound on 1981 beef 
production

Community has agreed to 
accept and additional 500 tonnes 
of aged Canadian cheddar 
cheese in 1981 and again in 1982. 
The Community has also agreed 
to allow Italy to import Canadian 
seed potatoes unti! December

be reviewed. The potatoes will 
be exported from New 
Brunswick and Prince Edward 
Island and the cheese decision 
will benefit mainly Quebec and 
Ontario. 


The negotiations regarding 
these two products have been 
going on for more than a year. 
Imports of Canadian seed 
potatoes had been prohibited in 
March 1980, following the 
introduction of common EEC- 
wide plant health standards. 


The EEC’s cheese action arose 
from the fact that there was a 
shortfall in Canadian shipments 
in 1980 because the agreement 
was signed too late for Canadian 
cheese manufacturers to age 
sufficient quantities for 
shipment by the end of the year.

Agriculture Canada research- 
ers recently compared five 
different cattle feeding 
programs to find the most 
profitable one at interest rates of 
20 per cent.

Old organ 
will play on 
Sunday © 


After 90 years of silence, the 
organ in St. Mary Magdalene 
Church, Picton - now the 
County Museum, is working 
again. 

George Elliot, a biochemistry 
professor at the University of 
Guelph has practically rebuilt 
the whole organ. The interior 
was full of mice nests and plaster 
and had been damaged by 
water. All 380 pipes were 
missing. 

A professional job could have 
cost the museum up to $20,000. 
Mr. Elliot undertook the job. He 
found pipes in an organ factory 
in Acton that had belonged to an 
old organ that had been gutted 
by fire. 


With the help of Don 
McDermaid, Museum Curator, 
he completely dismantled the 
organ, cleaned and lubricated 
the moving parts, replaced the 
leather valves and rebuilt the 
bellows. 


Installing the pipes was more 
difficult, they were a little larger 
than the originals and had a 
deeper tone. It took a long time 
to adjust them and tune them. 


The old Tracker organ was the 
second for the church. The 
original organ went to a church 
in Milford. The Tracker was 
bought by Rev. William 
Macaulay in 1854 and cost £130. 


Playing the organ is still a two 
person job. One to work the 
bellows and one to play the 
notes. 


The public will be able to hear 
the old organ on December 13 
when the museum holds its 
annual Open House.

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Elwood Kelly’s time machine 


Time machines come in a 
myriad of shapes and sized. This 
particular one was in a common 
cardboard box stored in Doug 
Mallory’s drive shed, outside of 
Bloomfield. The mice had made 
a nest in one corner of the box 
but luckily had used little of the 
inside material. It had also been 
kept clear of roof leaks so when 
the 1920's tumbled out they had 
only the mustiness of their age 
about them 


The slice of time stored in the 
box concerned Elwood S. Kelly 
and the ‘new fangled mechanic- 
al horse’ being introduced to the 
farms in the 1920's. 


It appears that Elwood was a 
dealer for the Moline Universal 
Tractor, manufactured in 
Moline, Illinois and distributed 
in Canada by Willys-Overland 
Ltd. in Toronto. The Moline 
Company also built an 
automobile from 1912 to 1919 
when that division was sold to 
R.V. Knight. R.V. Knight later 
amalgamated with Willys to 
produce the Willys Knight. 


The Willys Overland in 
Toronto was in operation from 
1910 to 1929 selling automobiles 
manufactured in the United 
States

The Moline Tractor was very 
much a ‘mechanical horse’. As 
can be seen from the picture, the 
engine with its two drive wheels 
was hooked up to a variety of 
farm implements. On the 
Moline letterhead are shown a 
combine; plow; disc harrow; 
seeder; cultivator; mower and 
corn harvester as well as a belt 
drive power source. The tractor 
was 4 cylinder with geared 
transmission (including reverse), 
differential lock, electric starter, 
ignition control, governor 
generator and lights. A very 
sophisticated piece of equip- 
ment in its day 


It would also seem it was avery 
rugged piece of equipment. Jack 
Chapman helped Elwood grind 
with his remaining Moline in the 
1940’s. He recalls how the 
governor generator kept the 
machine operating at a very 
even speed. He also said that 
people would stop and take 
pictures of Elwood plowing his 
field by the highway with the 
Moline

This didn't hinder Elwood 
from selling his machines. On 
April 4th 1919 he had the 
following invoice for Willys 
Overland: 1 Model D Moline 
Universal Tractor with M.U.T 
Two Plow Gang, $1,585.00; 12” 
General Purpose Bottoms; Rear 
Carrying Truck $60.00; 1 Pair 
Extension Rims $30.00 


This machine he sold to James 
A. Christie of Bloomfield for 
$1450 payable in yearly 
instalments over four years 


By 23 April 1919 he had four 
more machines on order. On the 
invoice beside the serial 
numbers he marked ‘Own’, 
‘Valleau’ and ‘Demon’. It’s more 
likely that ‘Demon’ was short for 
demonstrator than a buyer 


That Elwood 
demonstrating is evident from 
two receipts, one from the 
Prince Edward Agricultural 
Society for $15 rental on display 
space at the fair on September 
16, 1919. The other was from 
Carter Bros., Picton for $23.50 
rental of tent for fair including 
shipping from and return to 
Peterborough

Elwood must have impressed 
the Willys people in Toronto 
with his ability, for the following 
arrived: 


Dear Sir 


We will have to put on, in the 
spring, additional service. Our 
Mr. S.W. Wilson has recom- 
mended you as the best man he 
knows of in that territory, to take 
care of service east of Toronto 


Would you be in a position to 
consider a position of this kind? 
Would the salary, which would 
be $100.00 per month and 
expenses, interest you and if so 
when would you be in shape to 
start at this work? 


We beleive that from the 
experience you have had this 
year that you would be able to 
put on a demonstration and 
demonstrate the tractor to good 
advantage and with a little 
schooling and a little experience

There’s no doubt that Canada’s so-called middle class 


feels beleaguered. No doubt that the middle class includes 


the vast majority of us, excluding only the very rich and 
the very poor. And like the rest of the middle class, the 
labor movement feels that it has its back against the wall. 
Also like the rest of us, the labor movement begins to re- 
semble a steer in a bog, bellowing wildly, lashing out at 
anything that catches its eye, and all the while, sinking 
ever deeper into the mire. What the steer doesn’t realize, 
and what we hayen’t either, is that the only solution is to 
keep quiet. Government could and should begin to rescue 
us, perhaps, but it apparently doesn’t know how. And 
industry, once profit-rich and powerful, can’t do it either, 
because most of it has joined us in the bog. For us, the 
time has come to stop Struggling, and at least buy a little 
more time. The Ontario Federation of Labor held an 
annual meeting recently, and its assessment of the 
problem verges on pathetic. It was as if they believed 
we’re still in the 19th century, and business was out to do 
us down. They borrowed the results of an American 
Survey, to suggest that labor has an image problem in 
this country, that non-unionists think of the Canadian 
labor movement as a collection of Archie Bunker's. The 
irony is that the public’s view of the American-dominated 
labor movement in this country is not so much "Archie 
Bunker” as "On The Buses”. I have a game with one of the 
studio directors at Global, himself English-born. Often, 
when we have a labor story on the air, we try to guess the 
spokesman’s country. Most of them seem to be English, 
Scotch or Irish, so there’s not much challenge in guessing 
nationality any more. What is a challenge is pinning down 
whether the spokesman was born with the sound of Bow 
bells, whether he grew up beside the Mersey or on Clyde- 
side, or whether he’s a Belfast lad. Needless to say, the 
studio director is much better at it than I am. The econ- 
omic solutions aren’t simple ones any more. It’s little short 
of ridiculous for the labor movement to protest high 
interest rates while inflation is running at 12 per cent. 
Why don’t they protest about wild government spending 
and deficit financing instead? And they ought to remem- 
ber that low interest rates are "not" good news for every- 
one. For the older people who have been trying to live on 
inadequate pensions and their eroded savings, high inter- 
est rates have meant a short period of relative plenty. But 
the unions don’t "want" to attack inflation, because 
they’re part of the problem. The message that all middle 
class Canadians must get and get quickly, is that until we 
learn to get along with less, there "isn’t" going to be any 
more, not now and not tomorrow. 
That’s not news, but that too is reality.

Final 
figures are not available yet, but 
the number of «pecies seen 
during the 24-hour period in the 
15-mile diameter circle hovered 
around the 60 mark 


With the exception of two 
other years when 58 species 
(1978) and 66 species (1979) were 
checked off, the Prince Edward 
Point count has been able to 
surpass the 70 mark, with 73 
species in 1980 being the highest 
total. : 


The Prince Edward Point 
count is one of 53 counts in 
Ontario and some 1,300 in North 
America which are conducted 
every year at this time 


Each count is conducted 
within a 15-mile diameter circle, 
and by early January results from 
all the counts held start pouring 
in to the National Audubon 
Society where they later appear

16 great horned owls. A 
cormorant of undetermined 
species (pobably a double- 


crested) was seen by one group 
A Bonaparte’s gull was observed 
at Prince Edward Point, a 
glaucous gull at Waupoos. 


One party thought the dense 
stands of red cedar at the Little 
Bluff Conservation Area, near 
South Bay looked promising 
They were. They yielded 20 
wintering robins 


Perhaps the best find of the 
day was a red-bellied 
woodpecker coming to a feeder 
at Black River 


With the exception of that one 
feeder though, most tweeter 
treaters produced very little, 
many of the more exciting 
finds, both in species and in 
numbers being found out in the 
wilds

Oil industry began in Ontario 


from coal and, at that time, 
Ontario had no known coal 
reserves. 


So there was plenty of interest 
when James Miller Williams of 
Hamiltorn dug his well in the 
swamps of Enniskillen Township, 
Lambton County, refined the 
crude and sold it as kerosene. 


Following the initial discovery, 
the greatest gusher the world 
had ever seen blew in at Oil 
Springs in January 1862 — 
spouting six metres into the air 
and flowing at a rate of 320 cubic 
metres (2,000 barrels) a day. 


Refineries popped up in 

Toronto and in many other 
locations throughout south- 
western Ontario. The demand 
for Williams’ kerosene was 
immediate. 


Others moved to the area and 
the village of Oil Springs was 
created. One hundred wells 
were drilled in 1860, 400 more 
were drilled in 1861. 


Land prices skyrocketed, the 
population of Oil Springs rose to 
4,000. But as quickly as it started, 
the Oil Springs boom died when 
the flow of oil slowed to a trickle 
within a year. 


Attention shifted to a 
secondary field at nearby 
Petrolia — and here the oil 
boom lasted until almost the 
turn of the century. There were 
8,000 wells operating at Petrolia 
in the 1890's, production peaked 
at 829,000 barrels of oil a year in 
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1893. 


The petroleum industry 
matured at Petrolia. It was here 
that early methods of producing, 
refining, shipping, marketing 
and financing were fully 
developed. 


Petrolia’s drillers travelled 
throughout the world to offer 
expertise in steam engineering, 
blacksmithing and rigging. They - 
opened the first oil fields in 
Persia (now Iran), Venezuala, 
Poland, Russia, Indonesia. 
Imperial Oil built its first refinery 
at Petrolia. 


Today, the Oil Springs and 
Petrolia fields still produce oil. 
However, oil production in all of 
southwestern Ontario is only 
600,000 barrels a year — 
compared with 1.2 million 
barrels produced each day in 
Alberta. 


But the past is kept alive with 
the Petrolia Discovery exhibit, 
run by the Town of Petrolia and 
supported by various govern- 
ment agencies and oil industries. 


Petrolia Discovery illustrates 
the story of the development of 
North America’s petroleum 
industry. Itincludes amuseum,a 
working oil field, a photograph 
and movie exhibit and a park

chimneys one day I found to my 
dismay that the openings were 
so small Santa would be unable 
to get his boot in much less slip 
in his entire body.
